Teaching assistants from at 
least seven departments will 
implement a work slow-down 
as of Monday, December 8. 
They are attempting to evoke 
positive Administration res- 
ponse to demands for reform of 
salary policies toward TAs. In a 
demonstration of resolve at 
yesterday's meeting of the Mc- 
Glll Teaching Assistants' As- 
sociation (MTAA), representa- 
tives from departmental TA 
associations in Economics, 
Political Science, History, So- 
ciology, Anthropology, French, 
and French as a Second Lan- 
guage affirmed their colleagu- 



es' decision to suspend normal 
and essential TA activities "un- 
til satisfactory solutions are 
brought to the problems of 
McGlli's teaching assistants." 

In the majority of affected 
departments TAs will cease 
corrections, and grading— the 
main activities for teaching 
assistants In the social scien- 
ces. In French as a Second 
Language, where teaching as- 
sistants lecture and conduct 
classes, these activities will be 
suspended. - 

Feeble Administration res- 
ponse to the MTAA proposals 
and its reluctance to recognize 
the teaching assistants' organ- 




ization have unified TAs within 
the various departmental or- 
ganizations. 

The principal rallying point 
for TAs has been the demand 
that their salaries be Included 
in the cost of living adjust- 
ments which protect all other 
non-unionized University em- 
ployees against Inflation. TAs 
are also demanding a minimum 
salary that recognizes the es- 
sential role that TAs play In the 
education process here at Mc- 

Giii. 

The November 20 resolution 
of the Economics Teaching 
Assistants' Association declar- 
es that "teaching assistants in 
the department of Economics 
unanimously support the solu- 
tions to. the problems of Mc- 
Gill's teaching assistants put 
forth by the MTAA, and urge 
the McGill Administration to 
implement them immediately." 



Similar resolve is evident in 
the statements issued by other 
departmental organizations, 
such as Anthropology, where 
"teaching assistants in the 
Department ...in supporting the 
MTAA position, regard the 
failure of adequate response 
thus far from the McGill Admin- 
istration as sufficient cause to 
join other departmental TA 
associations in the implement- 
ation of a work slow-down." 

Members of the Co-ordinat- 
ing Council of the MTAA em- 
phasize that the slowdown Is 
aimed solely at the University 
Administration as a protest of 
Its refusal to treat MTAA de- 
mands seriously. 

While corrections and grad- 
ing will cease, TAs will make 
maximum efforts to maintain 
contact hours with students who 
are in need of consultation. The 
MTAA hopes to minimize in- 



convenience to individual stu- 
dents during the work slow- 
down. 

The TA action will be felt 
most strongly In French as a 
Second Language where clas- 
ses will be suspended. Similar 
efforts to accommodate stu- 
dents In need of attention are 
contemplated there. 

A group of students from this 
department attended Wednes- 
day's MTAA meeting to express 
their support of the actions of 
teaching assistants. 

On the eve of the slowdown, 
support for the TAs continues 
to emerge from faculty coun- 
cils and University organiza- 
tions. The MTAA Co-ordinating 
Council hopes to win support 
from many elements of the 
McGill community in the next 
few days.

Wnmnn in Cuba would still be 
smuggling io attain the basic 
rigks of free education, health 
care and other human needs If 
;he Cuban Revolution had not 
occurred, suggested Margaret 
Randall last night at McGill 
before an audience of 200. 

Randall, author and liberati- 
onism stated, "In the fight for, 
equality and recognition, there 
are still subjective as well as 
objective obstacles against 
women in Cuba." 

After living in Cuba for six 
years, Randall found that the 
driving force for women's rights 
is the Federation of Cuban 
Women. The FOW is an 
organization set up to aid 
women as they enter the Cuban 
work force and it has supported 
women in their struggle since 
1960. 



With government assistance, 
the FOW has set up schools for 
peasant women and domestic 
help, as well as equipped 
day-care centres with trained 
employees and organized reha- 
bilitation programs for prosti- 
tutes. 

From a documentary film 
presented by Randall, it was 
apparent that some progress 
has been made in equality for 
women, but contradictions 
between men and women still 
remain in Cuba. 

Although contradictions do 
exist, the Cuban government is 
working on various legislations 
called the New Family Code, 
where men will be expected to 
take on 50 per. cent of the 
housework load if their wives 
are working or studying towards 
careers. 



War appeared to be high on 
the list of priorities for women's 
acceptance into Cuban society, 
and throughout the film, direct 
reference was made to the use 
of women on the war front 
during the revolution. 



Women were put to work in 
the factories and fields in order 
to keep the country operating, 
and they were used as the 
principal teachers in the cam- 
paign against illiteracy in 1961. 

The title of Randall's expose, 
"You Can't Make A Revolution 
Without Them" and her com- 
ment, "Without the revolution 
Cuban women would be no- 
where," summarize the major 
points of last night's present- 
ation.

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Proposed Senate motion on Students' Society 



The following is .the text of the motion to be 
presented to Senate on Wednesday, Dec. 10, by 
Dean of Students Saeed Mirza concerning the 
suspension of the present Students' Society 
Constitution and the proposed re-structuring of 
Students'. Society. 

PROPOSED MOTION ON REVISION OF 
CONSTITUTIONOFMcGILLSTUDENTS'SOCIETY 

■BffffwMWflW^ 

Whereas incrementing financial difficulties over 
a number of years and lack of proper management 
of the Students' Society Office and the University 
Centre have resulted in the present state of crisis 
in the Students' Society; and 

Whereas in spite of sufficient publicity and the 
Daily coverage of the present crisis, the Special 
Open Meeting of November 25, 1975 failed to draw 
a quorum, showing an inability of students to work 
under the rule of the present Constitution to get 
the means of solving their problems without help ; 
and 

Whereas the present Students' Society fee 
structures was established in 1963-64 and whereas 
because of constitutional difficulties, the Student 
Executives over the. past few years have been 
unable to increase the' Students' Society fees to 
counter inflation; and 

Whereas the needs of students have changed 
considerably since 1965, and there is a need to 
restructure the Students' Society to make It more 
relevant to the needs of students; BE IT NOW 
RESOLVED THAT:- 
steps be taken to revise the Constitution of the 
McGiil Students' Society and in the intérim the 
present Constitution be suspended. The 
following interim committees with mandates as 
specified be set up to manage the affairs of the 
Students' Society and .to develop a new 
Constitution for an autonomous Students' 
Society with structures and objectives to meet 
the student needs: 
1. An Interim Policy Committee consisting of 
Presidents of all Faculty Societies, six 
representatives of Clubs and Societies to be 
appointed in accordance with the Students' 
Council resolution of November 26, 1975 and the 
present President of the Students' Society to 
establish policies only In relation to the routine 
affairs of the Students' Society with the following 



guidelines: 

(a) The Committee shall elect its own 
Chairman 

(b) There shall be no hiring of any new 
permanent staff members or firing of any 

• existing staff members until the new 
Constitution has been approved by Senate 

(c) The Committee shall not rescind any of the 
budgets or policies already approved for this 
year (1975-76) by the Students' Council 

(d) The present Students' Society President, 
Mr. Andrew Yearwood, would continue to be 
the spokesman for the students and shall 
continue to participate on Senate of which he 
is a member and its Committees. He shall 
report to the Interim Policy" Committee on 
these actions. 

(e) Notwithstanding the suspension of the 
Constitution, the Interim Policy Committee 

- shall attempt to continue the activities of all 
Regular and Standing Committees of the 
Students' Society in the way they are until a 
new Constitution Is approved by Senate 

(f) Sadie Hempey shall act as advisor to the 
Interim Policy Committee. 

The following steps shall be undertaken for the 
interim management of the Students' Society 
Office and the University Centre: 

(a) In consultation with the Interim Policy 
Committee, the University Centre shall be 
administered by the current Acting l Building 
Manager until March 31, 1976 

(b) The Interim Management Committee shall 
be responsible for the administration of the 
Students' Society. The Dean of Students shall 
provide the services of Sadie Hempey to 
assume responsibility for the following: 

(i) Finances of the Students' Society 

(ii) Operation of the Students' Society 
Office and all organizations sponsored by 
the Students' Society 

(iii) Operation of all Clubs and Societies 
2. A Committee to Restructure the Students' 
Society consisting of six students, three faculty 
members, and two non-Academic staff members, 
to be set up with the following mandate: 

(a) To investigate the fit of the Students' 
Society as presently constituted to the 
current needs of the McGiil student body 

(b) To encourage and receive briefs on the 



above from all interested parties 

(c) To hold open meetings and workshops in 
all parts of the University to obtain student 
views and constructive suggestions 

(d) To develop a report by February 23, 1976 
with proposals fora new Constitution for the 
Students' Society 

(e) To hold open meetings to discuss the 
Committee Report 

(f) To hold a referendum on the Committee 
Report on or before March 1, 1976. 
(Suspension of the present Constitution 
eliminates the quorum problem and makes 
such a referendum possible.) 

(g) To submit the final report to Senate for 
consideration at its meeting of March 10, 
1976. 

3. An Interim Management Committee consisting 
of the following members to be appointed by the 
Interim Policy Committee: 

(a) four student members 

(b) one member from within the operating 
areas of the University 

(c) one member from areas which interact with 
the community 

(d) the Dean of Students 
with the following mandate: 

(a) To be responsible to the student body and 
to Senate for the administration of the 
day-to-day functions of the Students' Society 
until such time as a new Constitution is 
formalized 

(b) To ensure wide publicity and discussion of 
the proposals for the new Constitution 

(c) To ensure the presentation of the new 
Constitution to Senate at its meeting of 
March 10, 1976 

(d) To be responsible for any enabling 
assignments by Senate, e.g. the first 
elections following the approval of the new 
Constitution ' 

(e) The Dean of Students shall act as the 
Chairman of the Interim Management 
Committee and shall have a vote only in case 
of a tie. 

REVIEW OF THE CONSTITUTION 

It Is recommended that the new Constitution be 
adopted on a trial basis for a period of two years 
and that it be reviewed thoroughly during the year 
1977-78.

The History of Canadian Business: 
1867-1914, byR. Tom Nay lor, Professor 
of Economics at McGill, deals with the 
power of money and business in the 
Canadian political process. That is the 
major reason why the Social Science 
Research Council of Canada, which was 
supposed to fund the publication of 
Naylor's book in 1973, delayed alloting 
the grant until this fall. 

As reported in the Daily in October 
the SSBCC initially decided to defray 
publication costs on the basis of two 
readings by experts in economics who 
considered The History as important as 
the writings of Innis and Creighton. 
However, in view of the controversial 
nature of the book the Council overruled 
its decision. In a muddle of confusion, 
the Council re-decided this fall, after 
two wasted years, and determined that 
it would be in their interest to forward 
the grant. The History will be published 
by James Lorimer in Toronto on 
December 15th. 

Excerpts from: The History ol 
Canadian Business: 1867-1914 
by R. Tom Naylor 

The History traces the development 
ol the Canadian Bankers' Association 
and its influence in shaping federal 
government policy. The first excerpt 
plofs the immutable power' of the 
Association despite the changeover 
from the pre-1896 government to Prime 
Minister Wilfrid Laurier's Liberal Cabi- 
net. 

Finance and Politics 
The political power of the larger 
banks and of the Bankers' Association 
can hardly be exaggerated. The bank 
acts were written by the very banks 
supposedly regulated by them. George 
Hague, general manager of the Bank of 
Toronto, provided a candid description 
of the process of writing the 1871 Bank 
Act. 

"Representatives of the (chartered 
banks) from all parts of the country... 
sat in conference, day by day discus- 
sing the clauses of the proposed act 
one by one; ..,we sat in one of the 
• committee rooms of the House and 
discussed the bill with a considerable 
sense of responsiblity, being well aware 
not only that our conclusions would 
affect the whole banking interest of the 
country, but every other interest, com- 
mercial, manufacturing, and industrial 
not to speak of the interest of the 
government itself." 

Were that not sufficient guarantee as 
to the outcome of the democratic 
process. 

"Many of the directors of the banks 
and several of their presidents were 
members of Parliament, some in the 
Senate, some in the House of Com- 
mons. These, of course, sat with us 
from time to time, so that, though not 
formally constituted as such, we were 
really a joint committee of Parliament 
and banks." 

The excerpts were assembled and 
introduced by Marc Cassinl.

Notable among the "joint committee" 
members was, of course, Francis 
Hincks, who doubled as Minister of 
Finance and as director and subse- 
quently President of the City Bank. 
Among them too was the Honourable 
Louis Davies, Minister of Fisheries and 
President of the Merchants Bank of 
P.E.I. , an institution which at the time 
of the 1894 revision of the Bank Act had 
the Premier of P.E.I, and a provincial 
cabinet minister also on its board. 

The years of George Foster's tenure 
in the Ministry of Finance saw the 
consolidation of the banks' collective 
power, much to his subsequent regret. 
Nor did the advent of the Liberal Party 
to power in 1896 alter the influence of 
the banks in the choice of the Minister. 

According to the Liberal Party's 
Ontario bag-man, W.T.R. Preston, the 
obvious Liberal candidate, Sir Richard 
Cartwright, had his application for the 
post rejected by the banking establish- 
ment, who sent a delegation to Laurier 
(Liberal Prime Minister) to threaten to 
call enough loans to cause a financial 
crisis if Laurier allowed Cartwright to 
assume the post. 

The choice fell on W.S. Fielding, 
whose credentials for the job were ably 
summed up in 1911 by the Chairman of 
the House of Commons Banking and 
Commerce Committee: 

"Sir, businessmen In Canada, 'even 
Conservatives, men whose every vote 
has been cast for the Conservative 
Party, have hesitated to mark their 
ballots against this government for the 
very fear that some man other than the 
Hon. W.S. Fielding might control the 
financial affairs of this country. And 
one of the strongest cards it has been 
possible to play for the Liberal govern- 
ment in any part of the country is to 
ask, 'If you vote Hon. W.S. Fielding out 
of office as Finance Minister in Canada, 
whom do you think you are voting in?' " 

Relations with Ottawa were formaliz- 
ed in 1894 with the establishment of a 
permanent Bankers' Association lobby 
in the capital. Its first representatives in 
the capital was the up-and-coming 
corporation lawyer Z.A. Lash. His 
operations bore fruit from the onset, 
sufficiently so for Sir Edmund Walker, 
the President of the Executive Council 
to be able to report to the Association in 
1895 that, 

"Some private bills containing claus- 
es objectionable to the banks were 
introduced into the Dominion Parlia- 
ment, and the attention of the proper 
authorities being called by Mr. Lash to 
these features they were removed." 

The lobby's powers grew steadily, 
culminating in the incorporation of the 
Canadian Bankers' Association in 1901 
with the astonishing power to pro- 
nounce on the fitness of, and de facto, 
to block the entry of new banks seeking 
charters. 

In the legislative field so successful 
were its operations that Sir Edmund 
Walker in 1913 could openly boast that 
every major change In banking legisla- 
tion since the first Bank Act had been 
initiated by the bankers themselves. 




But of course Ottawa was the most 
important centre of activity, as it was in 
Ottawa that the power to legislate on 
banking and currency matters lay. By 
1913 the Ottawa lobby had expanded to 
five lawyers plus several special parlia- 
mentary agents who were put to work 
during the Bank Act revision hearings, 
buttonholing MPs who looked like they 
would waver during the Committee 
discussions and gathering up members 
to join the Committee discussions and 
vote down unwelcome clauses. 

When the division bells rang, the 
bankers' lobby had its own whip on 
hand to fill the back benches with 
members who seldom attended sit- 
tings. And as a final "check and 
balance" of the legislative process, the 
solicitor of the Bankers' Association sat 
on the Senate floor inside the rail and 
interrupted and interfered with the 
discussion at the invitation of the 
government Senate leader, Alberta's 
Senator Lougheed. 

The good relations with the govern- 
ment shown by the then solicitor of the 
Canadian Bankers' Association were 
undoubtedly aided by the fact that his 
brother sat in the House of Commons 
as the member for North Oxford. 

Excerpt two relates the activities of 
Lord Strathcona, capitalist par excel- 
lence, C.P.R. and Hudson Bay Com- 
pany magnate and Indian exploiter. 



The Saga of Labrador Smith 
—Lord Strathcona 

Because of his critical importance 
not only to railway development but to 
the entire sweep of Canadian history 
from Confederation to the First World 
War, a digression in the career of 
Donald A. Smith (Lord Strathcona) 
seems in order. This most important 
Canadian capitalist of the period, like 
so many other financiers, was a Scot by 
origin, born in Forres, Morayshire. This 
was appropriately enough the place 
where Macbeth first met the witches. . 

In 1838, in a classic example of 
unequal exchange in operation, Smith 
came to Canada— the steamer bearing 
him up the St. Lawrence passing on the 
way the ship carrying the last load of 
Patriotes of the 1837 rebellion on their 
way to exile in Australia. Smith entered 
the employ of the Hudson's Bay 
Company and was soon posted to 
Labrador. 

The fur trade was his central preoc- 
cupation, for in his capacity as Chief 
Factor or Chief Trader his income was 
derived through a share of the profits 
from the trade. It was a barter trade 
based on the exchange of commodities 
such as gunpowder or alcohol, which 
effectively tied the Indians to their 
source of supply in return for furs. 

The Indians were totally dependent 
upon supplies of gunpowder for survi- 
val, and were perpetually in dept to the 
company. Profits cogld be increased by 
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the reduction of the quantity ot powder 
offered for a fixed amount of furs. 

During the course of Smith's tenure 
in Labrador, starvation and ensuing 
murder and cannibalism wiped out half 
the Nascopie Indians, and completely 
eliminated the Eskimo from the south 
shore. Famine had resulted from the 
Indians' not having obtained sufficient 
supplies of gunpowder from the com- 
pany's servants. 

The locations chosen for the annual 
meetings of the Association were 
especially suggestive, the usual places 
being the Parliament Buildings in 
Toronto and Ottawa, the Legislative 
Council Chambers of Québec and 
Halifax, and of course the Windsor 
Hotel in Montréal, the standard conven- 
tion place for price-fixing associations 
during the late nineteenth century. The 
lobby operated actively in all the 
provincial capitals, the report of adverse 
legislation on the order table being 
sufficient to bring a high-powered 
delegation to provincial capital to fight 
it. 

In addition to his share of the profits 
from the fur trade and from the private 
banking business he conducted in 
competition with the company, Smith 
also pioneered a salmon fishery. The 
men working the fishery had to give half 
their catch to the company as rent for 
nets and for the use of the ports, which 
were situated in the best fishing areas 
and directly under the control of the 



company. 

Although the cannery he established 
was abandoned after the area around it 
was completely depleted of salmon, the 
company remained the largest buyer of 
salmon on the Labrador coast until well 
after the turn of the century. 

The profits of these various activities 
flowed to Montréal where, especially 
after he became head of the Montreal 
Department in 1869, Smith became 
increasingly involved with the com- 
mercial and financial élite, notably his 
cousin George Stephen and Sir Hugh 
Allan. 

Smith's connection with the North- 
west began in earnest in 1869 when he 
was sent to Manitoba as Macdonald's 
emissary to bribe Louis Riel to leave 
Canada. 

Excerpts three and four uncover 
corruption among bank managers In the 
latter half of the nineteenth century. A 
common practice was the managers' 
tendency to borrow money from their 
banks [deposited by ordinary, trusting 
citizens] indefinitely. 



The Farmers* Bank 

In 1910 came the collapse of the 
notorious— even by Canadian standards 
—Farmers' Bank. The bank was pro- 
moted by a Liberal Party organizer and 



former member of the Ontario Legisla- 
ture, W. Beattie Nesbitt, who was 
joined by one W.R. Travers as general 
manager. 

Travers had formerly been manager of 
the Merchants' Bank's Berlin branch. 
When he was shifted to its Hamilton 
branch, the customers of the Berlin 
bank gave him $420 In gold as a 
present. 

The gold apparently went to his head. 
The bank had difficulty in selling 
enough stock to pay the $250,000 
deposit necessary to get a certificate to 
operate from the Ministry of Finance. 
Travers offered to sell the required 
stock for a 10 per cent commission. He 
then lied about the number of shares 
sold, accepted promissary notes as 
payment, and on the basis of the notes 
which he endorsed borrowed $100,000. 
from the Trustee and Guarantee Com- 
pany to make up the balance of the 
mandatory deposit. 

After he got the $250,000 back from 
the Treasury Board, he paid off the loan. 
These sums were all recorded as 
paid-up capital. 

Then the fun began. In the words of 
Sir William Merideth, who headed a 
Royal Commission of Investigation 
after the debacle, "The subsequent 
management of the affairs of the bank 
was characterized by gross extrava- 
gance, recklessness, incompetence, 
dishonesty and fraud and has resulted 
in the entire loss of the paid-up capital 
and the whole of the deposits." 

Sir William's prior involvement in the 
Bank of London debacle undoubtedly 
made him somewhat of an expert In 
such matters. As soon as the bank's 
certificate was granted, Travers and 
Nesbitt, joined by a new accomplice, 
George Wishart, began a series of 
mining jobs which encompassed stock 
speculation In Wishart's Porcupine 
mine, another bout of speculations in a 
Cochrane mine using a third party as a 
front, loans secured on the Helca mine 
property, and above all, the huge Keeley 
mine job into which $1,156,000, twice 
the paid-up capital of the bank, was 
sunk— literally and figuratively. 

The mine made only one shipment in 
its entire life. In addition, Travers 
forged a minute from the board of the 
bank authorizing him to lend to the 
mind at his own discretion, and he used 
$156,000 in bank funds to make 
purchases of stock in his own name. He 
used another $60,000 to buy himself the 
Lake Shore Country Club. 

Money lost in mines was hidden by 
revaluing the stock in the bank's books 
with assistance from some illegal deals 
with Continental Securities Company of 
Winnipeg. 

La Banque de St-Jean 

One of the most astounding cases in 
Canadian financial history concerned 
La Banque de St-Jean. It was largely a 
family bank founded by one Louis 
Molleur, who was succeeded at its helm 
by Hon Philippe Roy. speaker of the 
Québec legislature. 

Most of the paid-up capital was 
controlled by Roy, and the board ol 



directors was completely under his 
orders. At the time of liquidation it had 
900 depositors, whose total credits 
were $296,000, and notes in circulation 
came to $216,000. Its total assets were 
estimated at $301,386, liabilities at 
$550,000. 

Once a Québec government claim of 
$45,000 and the noteholders were paid 
off, the depositors might have hoped to 
get 12 to 15 per cent back. This by itself 
would have caused considerable hard- 
ship. 

The Roy family owned a waterworks 
for which the town had offered 
$200,000, and the depositors tried 
unsuccessfully to have it sold. In 
addition, most of the small sharehold- 
ers could not meet the double liability. 

Investigation revealed matters to be 
much worse than they had seemed 
initially. Over half a million dollars 
worth of nominal assets turned out to 
be valueless. Among them were notes 
held by the bank from Roy's brother, 
which, on closer analysis, turned out to 
be Roy's own with his brother's name 
forged. 

A total of $650,000 in various forms 
had been wrongfully included in the 
bank's assets. All of the deposits had 
been withdrawn and sunk into firms 
which Roy either owned or controlled. 
Creditors' ultimate losses reached 
$400,000, including all of the deposits. 

Roy was arrested, along with the 
general manager and his assistant. Roy 
was released on $6,000 bail while the 
other two, who evidently lacked his 
political connections, had bail set at 
$50,000. But a second charge led to 
their re-arrest, followed by a series of 
civil suits as well. 

• The antagonism towards Roy in his 
home community was so intense that at 
his request the trial was shifted to 
Montréal. Thereupon it degenerated 
into a circus. The federal attorney had 
to have a detective placed with the jury 
to prevent Roy's allies from engaging in 
bribery and coercion. 

The trial climaxed with a "suicide" 
attempt, in which Roy drew a revolver, 
took careful aim, and shot himself— 
through the foot. "A most criminal 
farce," the judge declared. 

The defence plea was astounding. 
Since the bank had never complied with 
all the legal requirements for function- 
ing, (and therefore had no legal exist- 
ence), then Roy could not be guilty of a 
criminal offence in rendering false 
returns regarding its operations. 

The judge apparently did not agree 
that, since Roy had begun his operation 
of the bank illegally, illegal functions by 
an illegal institution did not constitute a 
breach of the law. 

Roy was unceremoniously removed 
from the Speaker's chair in the Québec 
Legislature to St. Vincent de Paul 
Penitentiary, nursing his wounded dig- 
nity, not to speak of his foot. 

But Roy was clea'ly too important a 
figure to languish long in prison, and by 
1911 he had reappeared as a Senator, as 
the President of La Caisse Hypothécaire 
'du Canada, and the Canadian Trade 
Commissioner in Paris.

these Union expenses out of 
their own pockets. 

Matziorinls ciled a report 
drawn up by past Students' 
Society President Gabor Zinner 
In 1972 to support his point. The 
report, entitled "Recommend- 
ations to the Dean of Students 
on Student Services of McGill" 
analyzed a government docu- 
ment entitled "Cahier des 
Definitions" which outlined the 
manner in which the Quebec 
Ministry of Education donated 
funds for subsidizing Student 
Services. 

McGill is unique in having a 
Student Services and a Stud- 
ents' Society, since most 
universities have only one of 
these organizations. The docu- 
ment attempted to clarify those 
responsibilities which belonged 
to each organization. Through 
its findings, it attempted to 
show which groups within each 
organization were eligible for 
funding. Zinner argued suc- 
cessfully that the Students' 
Society has a legitimate claim 
on a portion of the funds 
supplied by the Ministry of 
Education for Student Services.

lines was funding for "le centre 
communautaire" which was a- 
greed by those who adopted the 
proposal to mean the Student 
Union building. 

"By taking funding away from 
the Student Union building, 
Mirza was violating these 
guidelines," said Matziorinls. 

Matziorinls acknowledged 
that the Students' Society 
would be able to pay for these 
heating and lighting expenses if 
student fees were raised. 
Currently, the Society consti- 
tution is suspended pending 
structural changes. Matziorinls 
said that he "didn't know when 
these changes would occur, and 
if they didn't happen in the near 
future, Students' Society would 
be further financially damaged. 
Mirza was exploiting the 
Society's weak position by 
making these changes at a time 
when we couldn't fight back." 

Mirza disputed these claims, 
saying that it was stipulated 
that the constitutional com- 
mittee had to make some kind of 
recommendation by March 10. 
He also said he recomme nded 
these changes last year "when 
the Students' Society was 
strong." 

Final decisions on this matter 
are to take place at the 
coordinating committee's meet- 
ing on December 8.
